Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) standards and prevent erosion.  The project would also 
remove or repair boardwalk observation decks, provide ADA accessible parking, and 
reconstruct the entryway to the boardwalk.

The Initial Study/Mitigated Negative Declaration is being circulated for public review and 
comment for a period of 30 days, beginning April 6, 2005.
